All Hamlin area children should 
be immunized against diphtheria at 
a very arly age, according to state­ 
ment on the subject released this 
week by the Texas State Department 
of Health, explaining that toxoid 
which can be administered easily and 
without danger can safeguard young­ 
sters against this serious and killing 
disease of childhood. 
Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer, urges all parents to have 
their children, who are not already 
protected, immunized at once. 
“ The administration of toxoid can 
save a child from serious illness or 
even death and those who have not 
been safeguarded against this dan­ 
ger should be inoculated immediate­ 
ly,” Dr. Cox said. 
“ Babies should be immunized by 
the age of eight or nine months,” Dr. 
Cox advised. “ A first dose of toxoid 
is recommended by authorities on the 
care of infants by the age of eight 
or nine months, and sometimes as 
early as six months. 
A second dose 
is usually given later.” 
To maintain immunity at a high 
level, Dr. Cox emphasized that a re­ 
inforcing dose of toxoid is advised 
when a child is old enough to enter 
school or have a Schick test made. 
Children who enter school or kinder­ 
garten this year without this addi­ 
tional safeguard or without ever 
having 
been 
immunized 
certainly 
should be protected without any fur­ 
ther delay, the state health officer 
declared.

Latest blast at the liv esto ck indu stry was giv en ov er the week-end 
by Clinto n P. Anderson, secretary of agricu ltu re, who adv ises cattlemen 
p ressing fo r remov al o f p rice controls—alo ng with su bsidies Ju ne 3 0—not 
to "ho ller u ntil y o u ’re hu rt.” 
Anderso n, amo ng o ther things, co ntends at this time there are too 
many cattle in the west— fro m a long range feeding cap acity —and u rgently 
req u ests sotckmen to get rid o f “fliny t-Doned old critters” and cu ll down 
iheir herds. 
Well do Hamlin area ranchers remember how OPA got the meat situ a-1 
tio n in su ch a mess that no one cou ld tell the p ast three y ears where the | 
sto ckman wou ld find himself. 
Well do we remember how the natio n’s 
liv esto ck p op u lation was “cu lled” in 19 3 4 when the go v ernment killed 
hu ndreds o f tho u sands o f cattle ov er the co u ntry . 
Mr. Anderso n’s state­ 
ment that more cu lling needs to be done is abo u t fiv e y ears late here, fo r 
herds in this area hav e already been cu lled o f u np ro fitable animals, and 
blood lines o f herds hav e been consistently imp rov ed by the best bu lls 
mo ney cou ld bu y . If we hav e less talk and mo re action fro m Washingto n, 
we feel the cattle indu stry can well hold its o wn and keep p lenty o f beef 
go ing to market fo r any reasonable req u irements!

IMMUNIZATION FOR 
DIPHTHERIA URGED 
BY HEALTH OFFICER 


All Hamlin area children should 
be immunized against diphtheria at 
a very ally age, according to state­ 
ment on the subject released this 
week by the Texas State Department 
of 
Health, 
explaining that toxoid 
which can be administered easily and 
without danger can safeguard young­ 
sters against this serious and killing 
disease of childhood. 
Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer, urges all parents to have 
their children, who are not already 
protected, immunized at once. 
“ The administration of toxoid can 
save a child from serious illness or 
even death and those who have not 
been safeguarded against this dan­ 
ger should be inoculated immefdiate- 
ly,” Dr. Cox said. 
“ Babies should be immunized by 
the age of eight or nine months,” Dr. 
Cox advised. 
“A first dose of toxoid 
is recommended by authorities on the 
care of infants by the age of eight 
or nine months, and sometimes as 
early as six months. 
A second dose 
is usually given later.” 
To maintain immunity at a high 
level, Dr. Cox emphasized that a re­ 
inforcing dose of toxoid is advised 
when a child is old enough to enter 
school or have a Schick test made. 
Children who enter school or kinder­ 
garten this year without this addi­ 
tional 
safeguard 
or without ever 
having 
been 
immunized 
certainly 
should be protected without any fur­ 
ther delay, the state health officer 
declared.

Latest blast at the livestock industry was given over the week-end 
by Clinton P. Anderson, secretary of agriculture, who advises cattlemen 
pressing for removal of price controls— along with subsidies June JO— not 
to “holler until you're h u rt.” 
Anderson, among other things, contends at this time there are too 
many cattle in the west— from a long range feeding capacity— and urgently 
requests sotckmen to get rid of “flinyt-toned old critters’’ and cull down 
Lheir herds. 
Well do Hamlin area ranchers remember how OPA go;, the meat situa­ 
tion in such a mess that no one could tell the past three years where the 
stockman would find himself. 
W eli do w’e remember how the nation s 
livestock population was “culled” in 1934 when the government killed 
hundreds of thousands of cattle over the country. 
Mr. Anderson s state­ 
m ent that more culling needs to be done is about five years late here, for 
herds in this area have already been culled of unprofitable animals, and 
blood lines of herds have been consistently improved by the best bulls 
money could buy. 
If we have less talk and more action from Washington, 
we feel the cattie industry can well hold its own and keep plenty of beef 
going to m arket for any reasonable requirements!
